Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Fiftj^-fifth  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  the  County  of  Derby,  as  during  1944  I 
was  your  Acting  County  Medical  Officer. 

In  the  following  remarks  attention  will  be  drawn  to  the 
more  salient  points  in  the  vital  statistics,  but  greater  detail  is 
given  in  the  body  of  the  Report. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  for  the  year  under  review  was 
42.1  per  1,000  live  births  and  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded.  The 
coi’responding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  46.0. 

There  was  a substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  new  cases 
attending  Venereal  Diseases  Centres,  the  figure  being  1,002  as 
compared  with  884  reported  in  the  previous  year.  The  incidence 
of  Venereal  Diseases  tends  to  increase  during  war-time,  due  to 
the  dislocation  of  family  life,  but,  fortunately,  during  recent  years 
there  have  been  important  advances  in  their  treatment  which 
ultimately  wiU  have  a beneficial  eft’ect  with  the  return  of  peace 
and  more  normal  conditions. 

The  maternal  mortality  rate  for  the  j^ear  was  1.32  per  1,000 
live  and  stiU  births.  The  previous  lowest  rate  was  2.20  in  1943. 
This  is  most  gratifying  and  is  a refiection  on  the  gi’eater  attention 
given  to  maternal  care. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a scheme  was  started  for 
providing  gas  and  air  analgesia  for  maternity  patients  in  their  own 
homes.  As  the  scheme  becomes  further  developed  and  appreciated 
the  majoritj^  of  pregnant  women  wiU  insist,  in  my  opinion,  on 
some  form  of  analgesia  dm’ing  their  confinements. 

There  has  been  a marked  increase  in  illegitimacy,  the 
percentage  of  illegitimate  births  in  the  County  being  5.35  compared 
with  4.48  in  1943,  although  the  percentage  in  England  and  Wales 
in  1944  was  7.02.  Undoubtedly  this  arises  from  the  upheaval  ui 
family  life  and  the  laxity  of  the  moral  code  which  results  from 
war. 

The  death  rate  per  1,000  from  aU  forms  of  tuberculosis  was 
0.39 — the  same  figure  as  for  1943,  which  was  the  lowest  recorded. 


The  death  rate  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis  increased  from  0.30 
to  0.32,  whereas  the  non-pulmonary  rate  decreased  from  0.09  to 
0.07,  the  total  remaining  at  0.39.  The  number  of  new  cases 
diagnosed  was  595  as  compared  with  G12  in  1943.  In  the  early 
war  years  the  number  of  new  eases  notified  increased,  reaching 
a maximum  of  633  in  1941.  Since  then  the  number  has  decreased 
each  year  and  has  now  reached  approximately  the  pre-war  figures. 

Considering  the  stresses  and  strains  of  five  years  of  war  the 
health  of  the  County  has  continued,  on  the  whole,  to  be  good.

FOR  THE  YEAR  1944 


STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

AREA  AND  POPULATION. 

The  Administrative  County  of  Derby  comprises  29  Sanitar}^ 
Districts,  4 of  which  are  Municipal  Boroughs,  16  Urban  Districts 
and  9 Rural  Districts. 

The  County  has  an  area  of  635,454  acres,  98,038  in  Municipal 
Boroughs  and  Urban  Districts  and  537,416  in  Rural  Districts. 

The  population  of  the  Administrative  County  as  estimated  by 
the  Registrar -General  to  the  middle  of  1944  is  627,050 ; 331,20*0 
in  Municipal  Boroughs  and  Urban  Districts  and  295;  850  in  Rural 
Districts. 

RATEABLE  VALUE. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  Administrative  County  in  April,  1944. 
for  County  Rate  purposes  was  £3,440,519  and  a Penny  Rate  over 
the  whole  County  represents  the  sum  of  £13,811. 


PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  CHIEF  OCCUPATIONS. 

The  main  industries  which  give  the  people  of  this  county 
occupation,  are  coal  mining  carried  on  in  the  East  and  North-East 
and  in  a small  area  in  the  South-Western  portion  of  the  County, 
and  agriculture,  particularly  in  the  Western  and  Central  parts  of 
the  County.  The  staple  industries  in  the  extreme  North-Western 
area  adjoining  Lancashire  are  those  connected  with  the  cotton 
trade,  whilst  in  the  South-Eastern  area  adjoining  Nottinghamshire 
the  hosiery  and  lace  trade  provides  the  chief  occupation.  In  this 
area,  too,  artificial  silk  manufactories  absorb  an  appreciable  portion 
of  the  population.  In  the  Northern  and  North-Central  areas  the 
chief  industries  are  quarrying,  limestone  crushing  and  lime  burning, 
working  and  dressing  millstone  grit,  and  silica  brick  making.  A 
number  of  these  industries  come  under  the  heading  of  “Refractories 
Industries,”  some  of  which  are  known  to  pre-dispose  to  pulmonary 
disease.  In  the  extreme  South-Western  portion  of  the  County, 
pottery  manufacture  is  one  of  the  prominent  industries.

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EMERGENCY  MATERNITY  HOMES. 

(i.)  Willersley  Castle  Emergency  Maternity  Home. 

Willersley  Castle  was  requisitioned  in  1940  as  an  Emergency 
Maternity  Home  for  evacuees  from  London  who  were  expectant 
mothers.  The  premises  were  opened  for  this  purpose  on  November 
25th,  1940,  the  first  party  of  mothers  being  received  on  December 
3rd,  1940. 

The  sclieme  by  which  mothers  arrive  in  organised  weekly  parties 
from  London  continued  to  opei-ate  throughout  the  year.  The 
mothers  are  billeted  at  Wirksworth,  where  the}'  receive  ante-natal 
examination  on  arrival  and  subsecpiently  attend  an  Ante-Natal 
Clinic  at  the  Home,  to  which  they  are  transferred  as  in-patients 
when  the  confinement  is  expected. 

One  of  the  Council’s  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Officers,  Dr. 
Jean  Forbes,  resides  at  the  Home,  undertaking  the  clinical  charge 
of  the  cases. 

The  number  of  beds  was  increased  from  44  to  65  from  April 
1st,  1944,  owing  to  additional  accommodation  in  the  Annexe 
being  made  available. 

Since  July  28th,  the  standard  party  of  expectant  mothers  was 
i-ediiced  from  18  to  15  per  week  in  order  to  allow  a margin  of  beds 
for  other  evacuee  expectant  mothers  who  had  arrived  in  the  Derby 
district  at  that  time  under  the  second  evacuation  scheme.  Derby- 
shire residents  have  been  admitted  since  September,  1943,  when 
the  original  weekty  party  of  20  was  reduced  to  18.  During  1944, 
982  patients  were  admlitted  ; 771  were  evacuees  in  organised 
parties,  73  were  other  evacuees,  and  138  were  Derbyshire  residents. 

(ii.)  Holbrook  Emergency  Maternity  Home  and  Coxbench 
Hall  Ante-Natal  Hostel. 

(iii.)  Ashgate  Lodge  Emergency  Maternity  Home  and 
Ashgate  House  Ante-Natal  Hostel. 

On  Jul}'  15th  a Special  Sub-Committee  of  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Committee  met  the  Principal  Regional  Medical 
Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  it  was  decided  to  take  over 
Holbrook  Convalescent  Home  as  an  Emergency  Maternity  Home 
for  24  beds,  and  to  run  in  conjunction  with  it  Coxbench  Hall  as 
an  Ante-Natal  Hostel  for  30  beds. 

On  July  23rd  the  attention  of  the  Ministry’s  Principal  Regional 
Medical  Officer  was  drawn  to  the  premises  known  as  Ashgate 
Lodge  and  Ashgate  House,  vdiich  had  been  vacated  a short  time 
previously  by  the  War  Office,  and  it  was  agreed  that  they  be 
requisitioned  respectively  as  an  Emergency  Maternity  Home  (24 
beds)  and  an  Ante-Natal  Hostel  (32  beds)  on  July  25th. 

Patients  were  admitted  to  Holbrook  on  July  28th  and  to  Ashgate 
on  August  11th.  It  will  be  appreciated  that  there  was  a need  for 
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urgency  in  opening  the  Homes,  as  the  staff  which  went  to  Holbrook 
came  from  a Maternity  Home  which  had  been  damaged  by  a flying 
bomb,  and  the  staff  that  went  to  Ashgate  came  from  a Home 
which  sustained  consideral'le  damage  a week  after  they  had  left  Kent. 

Although  tlx'  accommodation  provided  was  intended  primarily 
for  weekly  organised  parties  of  expectant  mothers  from  Kent, 
evacuees  billeted  in  Derbyshire,  Derby,  and  Chesterfield,  were 
expected  to  be  admitted,  and,  in  certain  instances,  in  order  to 
avoid  travelling  to  a more  distant  Maternity  Home,  Derbyshire 
residents. 

The  nursing  and  resident  domestic  staff  were  provided  by  the 
Kent  County  Council,  and  arrangements  were  made  for  Dr.  L.  O. 
Watt,  of  Derby,  and  Dr.  A.  M.  Duthie,  of  Chesterfield,  to  be  in 
charge  of  the  medical  treatment  at  Holbrook  and  Ashgate  res- 
pectively. 

In  view  of  the  improvement  in  the  military  situation  and  the 
diminution  in  the  danger  from  flying  bombs  and  rocket  attacks, 
the  nursing  and  domestic  staff  were  gradually  withdrawn  to  Kent 
in  the  following  order  : — Coxbench  Hall  on  November  11th,  Ashgate 
House  on  December  7th,  and  Holbrook  on  December  9th  ; but 
the  staff  at  Ashgate  Lodge  remained  until  the  end  of  the  year.

Premature  Infants  (Circular  20/44). 

The  care  of  premature  infants  has  aji  importajit  bearing  on 
the  problem  of  neo-natal  mortality.  The  Ministry  of  Health  has 
made  a number  of  recommendations  which  have  received  the 
consideration  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare;  Committee. 
The  preliminary  steps  for  implementing  as  far  as  possible  the 
requirements  of  the  circular  were  taken  during  the  year  undej- 
review,  although  some  of  the  suggestions  were  regarded  as  im- 
practicable at  the  time  owing  to  the  shortage  of  accommodation, 
equipment,  and  staff.  It  is  intended  to  give  fuller  information 
in  a subsequent  report. 

Gas  and  Air  Analgesia. 

In  June  the  Maternity  and  Child  W'elfare  Committee  agreed 
to  train  eight  domiciliary  County  Midwives  in  Gas  and  Air  Analgesia. 
In  view  of  the  majority  of  the  midwives  taking  their  holidays 
during  the  summer,  it  was  not  possible  to  commence  the  training 
until  the  middle  of  October,  and  owing  to  the  delay  in  the  delivery 
of  Minnitt’s  apparatus,  the  scheme  for  providing  analgesia  for 
maternity  patients  in  their  own  homes  was  not  implemented  until 
the  early  part  of  December.  As  the  scheme  becomes  more  widely 
known  and  appreciated  the  majority  of  pregnant  women  A\dli 
ultimately  insist,  in  my  opinion,  on  some  form  of  analgesia  during 
their  confinements. 


MEDICAL  TREATMENT  OF  CHILDREN  UNDER  FIVE 

YEARS  OF  AGE. 

There  is  available  for  children  coming  within  the  scope  of  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  the  treatment  of  minor 
ailments,  ear,  nose  and  throat  conditions,  eye  conditions,  dental 
conditions,  and  orthopaedic  treatment  for  both  in-patients  and 
out-patients,  the  in-patients  being  treated  at  Bretby  Hall  Ortho- 
paedic Hospital.

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES.

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  area  of  the  County  comprises 
the  whole  of  the  Administrative  County  with  the  exception  of 
the  four  boroughs,  Buxton,  Chesterfield,  Glossop  and  Ilkeston. 
At  the  end  of  1944  there  were  57  Centres,  21  in  Urban  Districts 
and  36  in  Rural  Districts.  Most  of  the  Centres  are  under  the 
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supervision  of  a doctor,  and  a health  visitor  is  in  attendance  at 
each  session.  There  are  also  16  Ante-Natal  Clinics,  13  in  Urban 
Districts  and  3 in  Rural  Districts.

WAR-TIME  NURSERIES. 

Under  this  heading  there  are  two  main  types  of  Nurseries  : — 

1.  — War-time  Day  Nurseries. 

2.  — Residential  Nurseries. 

War-time  Day  Nurseries  arc  for  the  children  of  mothers  who 
are  at  work.  They  are  open  from  7 a.m.  to  7 p.m.  six  days  a 
week,  breakfast,  dinner  and  tea  being  provided  for  the  children. 
Children  from  a few  weeks  to  five  years  old  are  accommodated, 
the  mother  paying  one  shilling  a day  per  child. 

At  the  beginning  of  1944,  three  Nurseries,  each  for  40  children, 
were  in  operation  at  Long  Eaton,  Chaddesden  and  Frecheville. 
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Long  Eaton  War-time  Day  Nursery  opened  on  July  27th,  1942, 
in  the  Congregational  Schoolroom,  Midland  Str(;et,  and  occupied 
these  premises  until  October,  1944.  On  October  16th,  however, 
the  nursery  was  moved  to  a new  pre-fabricated  building  in  the 
grounds  of  The  Hall,  Derby  Road,  with  increased  accommodation 
for  50  children.  The  new  premises  wei-e  designed  for  the  specific 
purpose  of  a day  nursery  and  have  proved  an  improvement  on 
the  old  building  in  Midland  Street.  The  average  daily  attendance 
throughout  the  year  was  26.5  children.  The  average  attendance 
for  November  and  December,  following  the  opening  of  the  new 
premises  in  October,  was  31.9  children  per  day,  and  this  figure 
has  since  continued  to  rise. 

The  nursing  staff  was  increased  as  a result  of  the  enlargement 
of  the  nursery,  and  from  October  has  consisted  of  a Matron  (S.R.N.) 
and  Deputy  Matron  (S.R.N.),  a Nursery  Nurse,  a Nursery  Assistant, 
a Warden  and  six  Nurserj'-  Helpers. 

The  domestic  staff  consists  of  a cook,  a part-time  cleaner  and  a 
part-time  stoker. 

Chaddesden  War-time  Day  Nursery  opened  on  March  22nd,  1943, 
and  is  accommodated  in  a pre-fabricated  building  built  for  the 
purpose  in  Reginald  Road. 

The  nursery  continued  to  be  well  attended  tluoughout  the  year, 
the  average  daily  attendance  of  children  being  33.3. 

The  nursing  staff  consists  of  a Matron  (S.R.N.),  two  Nursery 
Nurses,  a Warden  and  four  Nursery  Helpers. 

The  domestic  staff  consists  of  a cook  and  a part-time  cleaner. 

Frecheville  War-time  Day  Nursery  opened  on  March  31st,  1943, 
and  is  accommodated  in  a pre-fabricated  building  built  for  the 
purpose  in  Birley  Moor  Road. 

The  attendance  at  this  nursery  has  never  attained  a high  level 
and  for  the  year  averaged  22.2  children  per  day. 

The  nursing  staff  consisted  throughout  the  year  of  a Matron, 
a Nursery  Assistant,  a Warden  and  four  Nursery  Helpers. 

The  domestic  staff  consisted  of  a full-time  cook,  a part-time 
cleaner  and  a part-time  stoker. 

Since  the  end  of  1944  the  staff  has  been  reduced  on  account 
of  the  continued  low  attendance  at  this  nursery. 

Residential  Nursery  Units,  seven  in  number,  were  established 
in  1942  as  part  of  the  evacuation  scheme  under  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  2515. 

They  provided  accommodation  for  62  children  under  five  years 
of  age  recommended  for  evacuation  on  special  gi’ounds  by  the 
W.V.S.  in  London. 
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The  usual  financial  arrangement  is  for  the  householder  to  be 
paid  a billeting  allowance  of  8s.  fid.  a week  per  child  and  £1  Is. 
a week  for  each  of  the  staff,  out  of  which  all  expenses  of  the  unit 
had  to  be  met  except  the  nurses’  salaries.  At  Norbury  Hall  aijd 
Rowland  Cote,  however,  all  expenditure  is  controlled  by  the  Head 
Nurse  and  the  accounts  paid  by  the  County  Accountant. 

The  service  I’anks  for  100%  reimbursement  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health  under  the  evacuation  scheme.

The  Care  of  Illegitimate  Children  (Circular  2866). 

In  coimection  with  the  care  of  illegitimate  children,  the  Council’s 
Health  Visitors  have  been  instructed  to  act  as  follows  : — 

1.  — Wherever  possible  to  persuade  the  girl  to  make  known  her 

circumstances  to  her  parents  and,  if  the  home  is  likely  to 
be  a satisfactory  one,  to  persuade  the  grand-parents  to  make 
a home  there  for  the  infant. 

2.  — ^Advising  the  expectant  mother  on  suitable  accommodation 

before  and  immediately  after  confinement. 

3.  — ^Assisting  the  girl  to  obtain  an  affiliation  order  or  otherwise 

to  secure  assistance  from  the  father  of  the  child. 

4.  — If  a home  cannot  be  found  for  the  baby  with  the  girl’s 

relatives  (see  (1)  above),  finding  lodgings  for  mother  and 
baby  when  the  mother  desires  non-resident  work.  This 
accommodation  might  be  in  a special  hostel  set  up  by  a 
voluntary  body.  If  in  ordinary  lodgings,  it  would  be 
necessary  to  arrange  for  the  baby’s  care  by  day,  e.g.,  in  a 
war-time  nursery. 

5.  — Finding  a suitable  foster-mother  if  it  is  necessary  for  mother 

and  baby  to  be  separated. 
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(). — ^Arranging  for  ])la(;oK  in  a rcsidcnitial  Niir.sory  or  Home,  for 
l)abios  whose  mothc'rs  cannot  look  aft(T  thcmi  and  for  whom 
accommodation  cannot  be  found  by  other  means. 

7. — In  special  cases,  e.g.,  where  the  mother  is  very  yomig  or  is 
the  wife  of  a man  not  the  father  of  the  child,  giviiig  advice 
about  legal  adoptioji. 

It  was  felt  that  finding  employment  for  unmarried  mothei-s 
was  more  properly  the  province  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour,  although 
appropriate^  advice  could  be  given  by  Health  Visitors.  The 
Superintendent  Health  Visitor  was  specially  asked  to  keep  in 
touch  with  mothers  of  all  illegitimate  children  in  order  that  she 
might,  as  far  as  possible,  safeguard  the  interests  of  these  particularly 
vulnerable  children. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  position  regarding  the  number 
and  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  in  the  County  for  1935 — 1944 
with  Infantile  Death  Rates  for  all  children  and  illegitimate  children 
shown  separately.

During  war-time  there  is  a tendency  for  the  illegitimate  birth 
rate  to  rise,  as  exemplified  in  the  above  Table,  which  is  largely 
due  to  the  upheaval  in  failiily  life  and  the  laxity  of  the  moral  code 
which  the  excitement  of  war  engenders. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  in  England  and  Wales  in 
1944  was  7.02. 

It  has  been  found  that  the  majorit}'^  of  unmarried  mothers  with 
their  children  continue  to  reside  with  the  mother’s  parents,  although 
a few  children  are  placed  with  foster-parents  and  others  adopted. 
Further  detailed  information  has  been  collected  and  will  be  dealt 
with  more  fully  in  a subsequent  report. 

Cleanliness  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

In  1943  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  Circulaj-  J\o.  2831  on  < he 
action  to  be  taken  by  Welfare  Authorities  to  promote  cleanliness 
and  the  elimination  of  verminous  conditiojis  in  mothers  and  young 
children. 
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Good  work  wa.s  akcady  being  done  in  this  connection  by 
Health  Visitors,  but  it  was  felt  by  the  Minister  that  war-time 
conditions  increased  both  the  liability  to  infestation  and  the  need 
for  its  control.  All  Health  Visitors  on  the  County  Council’s  staff 
were  accordingly  instiarcted  in  October,  1943,  to  impress  on 
expectant  mothers  the  importance  of  cleanliness  and  freedom 
from  vermin,  in  addition  to  other  matters  which  affect  the  health 
and  well-being  of  themselves  and  the  baby  to  be  born  ; to  include 
the  examination  of  children’s  heads  as  part  of  their  work  both 
in  homes  and  in  clinics  when  dealing  with  children  under  five, 
and  to  concentrate  on  those  homes  known  to  be  in  most  need  of 
help. 

They  were  asked  to  impress  on  mothers  and  girls  that  regular 
weekly  washing  and  daily  brushing  and  combing  of  the  hair  is 
essential  to  cleanliness,  and  that  the  hair  of  young  children  should 
be  kept  short. 

On  the  educational  side.  Health  Visitors  were  asked  to  arrange 
talks  to  mothers  at  Infant  Welfare  Centres  to  reinforce  talks  given 
individually  when  making  home  visits. 

Supplies  of  Lethane  Hair  Oil,  as  recommended  by  the  Ministry, 
were  made  available  to  Health  Visitors  for  distribution  to  mothers 
in  suitable  cases,  with  instructions  as  to  its  use.  It  is  also  the 
practice  to  loan  strong  fine  tooth  combs  to  mothers  as  they  are 
not  available  for  purchase  in  sufficient  numbers.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

At  the  cjid  of  the  year  there  were  75  licenees  in  force  for  the 
production  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  and  1,017  for  the  production 
of  Accredited  Milk.  The  upward  trend  in  the  numbers  of  Tuber- 
culin Tested  licences  was  maintained  with  33  new  licences  issued 
during  the  year,  18  of  which  were  already  licensed  to  produce 
Accredited  Milk. 

One  Tuberculin  Tested  and  8 Accredited  licences  were  revoked 
during  the  year,  but  1 Accredited  producer  rc-applied  anti  a new 
licence  was  issued. 

There  were  4,592  samples  of  milk  taken  by  the  County  Sanitary 
Inspectors  during  the  year,  as  shown  in  the  following  Table  : —

TUBERCULOSIS  SCHEME. 

Treatment  Allowances  for  Persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  (Memo.  266/T). 

In  1943  the  Ministry  of  Health  introduced  a scheme,  the  object 
of  which  was  to  provide  assistance  for  persons  who  have  to  give 
up  remunerative  work  in  order  to  undertake  treatment  recommended 
by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer.  They  had,  however,  to  fulfil  certain 
medical  requirements  laid  down  by  the  Ministry. 

There  are  three  kinds  of  payment : — 

(i)  Maintenance  Allowances  based  on  a standard  scale  and 
without  any  test  of  means. 

(ii)  Discretionary  Allowances,  on  proof  of  need,  towards 
meeting  standing  charges — such  as  high  rent  or  rates, 
hire  purchase  instalments,  insurance  premiums  and  school 
fees — in  cases  where  the  patient  would  be  unable  to  meet 
these  liabilities. 

(iii)  Special  Payments  to  meet  certain  special  circumstances. 

In  September,  1944,  the  Ministry  of  Health  requested  a report 
on  the  progress  made  under  this  memorandum,  and  asked  for  an

opinion  as  to  the  efficacy  of  its  application  in  relation  to  the 
administration  of  the  Tuberculosis  Hcheme.  The  views  of  the 
'fuberculosis  Officers  we7'(‘  ol)tained  on  the  working  of  the  arrange- 
ments and  theij'  criticisms  were  included  in  the  n^port  to  the 
Ministry, 

The  main  recommendations  for  improvement  contained  in  the 
Tuberculosis  Officers’  reports,  and  with  which  I stated  my  general 
agreement,  were,  firstly,  that  the  allowances  should  be  raised  as 
they  were  insufficient,  although  they  were  a great  improvement 
on  the  conditions  that  existed  previously,  and,  secondly,  that  all 
tuberculous  patients  should  be  included  in  the  scheme. 

It  was  also  stated  that  some  patients  who  do  not  receive  the 
allowances  may  become  aware  that  only  (‘arly  cases  are  eligible 
and  this  fact  might  have  a bad  psychological  effect  on  their  further 
treatment. 

It  is,  of  course,  specifically  stated  in  the  memorandum  that 
the  purpose  of  the  allowances  canpot  be  met  where  treatment 
cannot  do  more  than  alleviate  a chronic  condition.

GENERAL  SCHEME  FOR  THE  DIAGNOSIS  AND 
TREATMENT  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  County  Council’s  scheme  consists  of  two  main  Units,  viz., 
Dispensarj'^  and  Institutional. 

The  Di.spensary  Unit  comprises  9 Dispensaries  and  10  Orthopaedic 
Clinics  whicli  serve  the  whole  of  the  County. 

The  number  of  new  cases  examined  at  the  Dispensaries  has 
increased  during  recent  years  from  1,203  in  1938  to  2,134  in  1944. 
The  number  of  X-ray  examinations  has  also  markedly  risen  from 
1,681  in  1938  to  5,278  in  1944.  Artificial  pneumothorax  treatment 
is  caiTied  out  at  certain  Dispensaries,  and  here  again  the  number 
of  refills  given  in  connection  with  this  form  of  treatment  has 
increased  from  513  to  1,733  over  the  same  period.  Examination 
of  new  contacts,  which  was  521  in  1938,  decreased  to  219  in  1943 
but  has  risen  again  in  1944  to  410,

The  Institutional  Unit  consists  of  the  following ; — 

(а)  Derbyshire  Sanatorium,  Chesterfield  (126  beds,  with  11 
additional  shelter  beds  available  during  the  summer  time),  for 
the  treatment  of  all  forms  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

(б)  Bret  by  Hall  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  near  Burton-on-Trent  (147 
beds,  of  which  92  are  for  the  treatment  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculous  cases  and  55  for  the  treatment  of  non-tuberculous 
orthopaedic  cases ; approximately  10  of  the  beds  have  been 
allocated  for  the  treatment  of  E.M.S.  and  Service  cases). 

(c)  The  Pavilion,  Penmore,  Chesterfield  (14  beds  for  the  treatment 
of  advanced  female  cases  of  pulmonar}'^  tuberculosis). 

The  Pavilion  was  closed  at  the  outbreak  of  war  on  account 
of  shortage  of  nursing  staff,  and  further,  the  agreement  with 
the  Chesterfield  Corporation,  under  which  the  Pavilion  is  held, 
expired  on  the  31st  March,  1944, 
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(d)  Harlow  Wood  Orthopaedic  Hospital.  On  account  of  travelling 
difficulties,  and  as  a war-time  measure,  arrangements  have  been 
made  for  the  admission  to  this  Hospital  of  tuberculous  ortho- 
paedic cases  of  the  long-stay  type,  living  in  the  North-East 
part  of  the  County.  No  specified  number  of  beds  are  reserved 
for  Derbyshire  cases. 

(e)  Sherwood  Village  Settlement.  Arrangements  have  been  made 
for  the  admission  of  ex-Sanatorium  patients  to  the  Nottingham- 
shire County  Council’s  settlement  at  Rainworth,  near  Mansfield, 
but  again  no  specified  number  of  beds  has  been  set  aside  for 
Derbyshire  patients. 

(/)  Arrangements  are  made  for  special  types  of  cases  needing 
particular  forms  of  treatment  to  be  admitted  to  other  suitable 
Hospitals.

Uaboratory  Work. — 1,914  urine  examinations  and  1,783  sputum 
examinations  were  done  during  the  year.  Concentration  tests  (E. 
and  E.)  56,  gram  stain  10,  pleural  fluid  6,  stools  7,  centrifugalised 
deposits  40,  were  also  performed. 


X-Ray  Work  . — The  total  number  of  X-ray  examinations  made 
during  the  year  was  4,063,  of  which  1,267  X-rays  were  taken  and 
2,796  screenings  were  done.  In  addition,  2,145  X-rays  were 
processed  at  the  Sanatorium  for  the  Chesterfield  Tuberculosis 
Dispensary  during  1944. 

The  X-ray  work  has  greatly  increased  during  the  past  tlmee 
years  to  the  record  high  level  established  this  year.  This  increase 
is  in  part  due  to  X-ray  examination  of  staff  in  accordance  with 
instructions  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  for  staff  employed 
in  Sanatoria,  and  in  part  to  the  frequent  screenings  of  cases  for 
routine  monthly  examinations,  as  well  as  the  taking  of  more 
oblique  and  lateral  views.

'I’iie  total  number  of  operations  was  1,932.  Gelatinothorax  was 
carried  out  in  two  cases  with  good  result.  Pleura]  washouts  with 
Euflavine  were  done  in  two  cases.  43  inductions  were  attempted — 
25  males  and  18  females.  Of  the  25  male  inductions,  four  failed 
outright  and  four  were  subsequently  abandoned  some  time  after- 
wards as  ineffective.  Of  the  18  females,  three  failed  outright  and 
one  was  abandoned.  Of  the  five  cases  immediately  abandoned, 
thi’ee  were  due  to  pleural  shock.  31  cases  were  effectively  estab- 
lished, and  refills  continued. 

Of  the  1,724  refill  operations  done  at  the  Sanatorium,  460  were 
on  out-patients  from  the  Chesterfield  Dispensary. 

In  21  of  the  new  A.P.  cases  the  sputum  became  negative.  In 
eight  of  these  cases  the  sputum  was  negative  at  the  commencement 
of  treatment.

Nine  males  and  15  females  were  transferred  to  Sheffield  Royal 
Infirmary  under  the  care  of  Mr.  A.  W.  Fawcc'tt  for  adhesiotomy. 

Six  cases  formed  fluid  following  the  treatment.  One  of  these 
became  purulent  and  subsequently  intercostal  drainage  was  done, 
but  the  patient  succumbed.*  The  fluid  in  the  other  five  cases 
resorbed. 

On  the  whole,  the  results  of  adhesiotomy  have  been  most 
beneficial.  Lung  collapse  was  improved  and  the  beneficial  result 
was  soon  apparent. 

One  male  and  one  female  were  transferretl  to  Sheffield  Royal 
Infirmary  under  the  care  of  Mr.  A.  W.  Fawcett  for  Thoracoplasty. 
The  two-stage  operation  was  done  in  both  cases.  The  one  female 
case  died  and  the  male  case  developed  a contralateral  spread  ol 
disease  following  the  operation. 

On  the  whole,  the  results  of  Thoracoplasty  arc  disappointing. 

One  male  case  was  transferred  to  Chesterfield  Royal  Hospital 
and  was  siujcessfully  operated  on  for  acjute  appc'ndioitis  under 
spinal  anaesthesia.

BRETBY  HALL  ORTHOPAEDIC  HOSPITAL. 

The  year  1944  was  remai’kable  for  the  fact  that  dmlng  the 
course  of  the  year  the  bed  capacity  of  the  Hospital  reached  the 
highest  ever  known,  namely,  172  on  11th  August.  During  the 
early  part  of  the.  year  the  number  of  patients  was  rather  below 
the  average,  but  after  “D  Day”  arrangements  were  made  for 
the  reception  of  Service  patients,  which  had  been  discontinued 
on  the  19th  October,  1943. 

About  the  beginning  of  August,  the  pressure  of  the  work  on 
the  Hospital,  owing  to  the  admission  of  casualties  from  the  Nor- 
mandy battlefield,  and  the  evacuation  of  patients  from  London, 
was  extremely  heavy,  but  the  staff  responded  admirably  to  the 
increased  strain  upon  them. 

As  may  be  expected,  the  total  number  of  admissions  for  the  year 
was  higher  than  the  previous  year  by  63,  though  some  of  this  wa.s 
accounted  for  by  an  increase  of  15  in  the  number  of  tubercular 
patients  admitted.  In  one  particular  week  there  were  no  less  than 
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62  admissions.  The  total  iinraber  of  Service  patients  treated  during 
the  year  was  220.  In  addition  to  these,  there  were  13  civilian 
cases  transferred  from  London  hospitals  as  a result  of  flying  bomb 
casualties. 

The  average  number  of  patients  in  Hospital  was  131  on  any  day, 
as  compared  with  144  the  previous  year. 

t 

The  admission  of  Service  patients  caused  a large  increase  in  the 
number  of  X-rays  which  had  to  be  taken,  and  also  in  the  amount 
of  plaster  work.  There  was,  however,  a falling  off  in  the  number 
of  operations  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Most  of  the 
Service  patients  who  received  treatment  were  fractures,  and  these 
seldom  required  forma]  operations. 

There  were  four  deaths  during  the  year,  but  no  Service  patients 
died  in  the  Hospital. 

Tliroughout  the  year  the  Hospital  had  to  contend  with  severe 
shortage  of  staff,  particularly  with  regard  to  domestic  staff.  ' 

During  the  year  nine  probationers  passed  the  Preliminary 
Examination  of  the  General  Nursing  Council,  and  two  probationers 
obtained  the  Orthopaedic  Nursing  Certificate  of  the  Central  Council 
for  the  Care  of  Cripples.

NOTIFICATION  OF  TUBERCULOSIS. 

During  1944,  595  (432  pulmonary  and  163  non-pulmonary)  new 
cases  were  reported,  532  being  primary  notifications  and  63  new 
cases  reported  otherwise  than  by  notification.  This  gives  a case 
rate  per  thousand  on  the  estimated  population  of  ••95. 
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DEATHS  FROM  TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  County  during  1944  as 
recorded  by  the  Registrar-Greneral  as  attributable  to  tuberculosis 
was  245  (202  pulmonary  and  43  non-pulmonary).

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  is  only 
one  greater  than  the  corresponding  figure  for  1943,  which  was  the 
lowest  on  record.  It  may  be  ildded,  however,  that  the  population 
has  increased,  and  when  allowance  is  made  for  this  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  death  rate  per  1,000  of  population  from  all  forms  of 
tuberfculosis  is  0.39  per  1,000,  the  same  figure  as  for  1943,  which 
was  the  lowest  recorded.  However,  the  deaths  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  have  increased  from  188  to  202,  whilst  the  number 
from  the  non-pulmonary  form  has  decreased  from  56  to  43.  This 
is  reflected  in  the  death  rates  in  that  the  rate  for  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  increased  from  0.30  to  0.32  of  the  population  whilst 
the  non-pulmonary  rate  has  decreased  from  0.09  to  0.07,  the  total 
remaining  at  0.39.

In  the  report  for  1943  it  was  pointed  out  that  there  had  been 
an  increase  in  the  number  of  new  cases  notified  and  this  increase 
had  occurred  largely  in  the  male  age  groups  25  years  and  over. 
This  increase  reached  its  maximum  in  1941,  since  when  it  has 
decreased  each  year  until  now  it  has  reached  a figure-  of  a similar 
magnitude  to  those  in  the  immediate  pre-war  years.

BLIND  PERSONS  ACTS,  1920  AND  1938. 

At  the  end  of  1944  thefe  were  1,086  blind  persons  on  the 
Register  ; of  these  560  were  males  and  526  females.  The  total 
cost  of  County  Relief  gi-anted  in  the  form  of  domiciliary  assistance 
for  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1945,  was  £37,465,  and 
on  that  date  there  were  676  blind  persons  receiving  relief. 

Below  is  a Table  showing  the  number  of  registered  blind  persons, 
arranged  in  age  groups  over  a period  of  years. 

With  the  passage  of  years,  ascertainment  of  blindness  is  probably 
better  than  formerly,  and  this  must  be  borne  in  mind  when 
interpreting  the  figures.  • 

The  diminution  of  blindness  in  the  earlier  years  of  life  is  probably 
due  to  increased  efficacy  of  treatment  for  conditions  such  as 
ophthalmia  neonatorum,  whereas  the  increased  number  of  persons 
in  the  older  age  groups  may  be  due  to  a larger  number  of  persons 
living  to  an  age  when  diseases  develop  due  to  advancing  years 
resulting  in  blindness.
